THERE is on foot a scheme for 
the reservation of a tract of land, 
by the General Government, near 
Mount Shasta for a National park. 
The land thus proposed to be re- 
served embraces about two hundred 
thousand acres, all in Siskiyou 
county. This is a move in the 
right direction. California is being 
settled so rapidly that it will be but 
a few years until every nook and 
corner will be occupied and inclosed, 
and the reserving of anything like 
a park made impossible. This re- 
gion spoken of will make the sport- 
man’s paradise. It embraces the 
whole of Mount Shasta and out- 
lying peaks, and portions of the 
Squaw mountains aud Sacramento 
ranges, as well as the Castle rocks, 
the Giant’s Dome and other attrac- 
tive features of this wonderfal re- 
gion. The California and Oregon 
railroad ruus through the proposed 
reservation near its western bound- 
ary, and the Sacramento river, 
which is there but a narrow, brawl- 
ing stream bounded by high canyon 
walls, flows eouthward across its 
southern line of demarkatlon. The 
entire region is rugged, mouutain- 
ousand most forbidding to the agri- 
culturist. There are only a few 
small ranches within its boundaries, 
and the only towns“ are the rail- 
road hamlets of Upper Soda Springs, 
Berryvale and Englewooi. No 
objection will be raised by the few 
settlers, as it is not proposed to dis- 
turb their title in any way, or to 
infringe upon their rights. Visitois 
aod sight-seers from all parts of the 
United States would feel that they 


bad a share in it, and their interest 


would be greater than in a merely 


Jauol_2reenrt. fir being a natioval 


at large. 
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THE experiment station, in con- 


nection with the mineralogical and 
mining department of the Uni- 


versity, will be a great source for 


the obtaining of much practical 
knowledge relative to the agri- 
cultaral acd mineral resources of 
the State. From the data gathered 
from these sources, and fiom and 
through the State and district 
fairs, a showing can be made, in an 
authoritative way, that will attract 
the attention of immigrants and 
capitalists. Through these several 
channels the legislators of the State 
will be made to feel the neces- 
sity of following in the footsteps of 
the many sister States, in having a 
statistician appointed who will re- 
duve to an attractive form the facts 
and figures obtained through these 
avenues, and thus enlighten those 
whose opinions have been and are 
adverse to Nevada’s capabilities, as 
to her true status. These institu- 
tions, the creations of the General 
Government and State, are factors

AN ILLINOIS CYCLONE. 


Graphic Description of a storm by 
an Eye-Witness. 
Sr. Louis, Feb. 20.—An eye-witness 
who saw the cyclone at Mount Vernon, 
Illinois, from a Louisville & Nash- 
ville train, says: I beheld a fearful 
black cloud coming from the north- 
west. It wasin the shape of a large 
inverted cone and could be plainly 
seen revolving around an imaginary 
axis, and at the same time bounding 
up and down through the air wih a 
wonderful and frigheful speed. With 
mighty force hundreds of house roofs, 
trees, boards, bricks, with all kinds of 
debris, were flying through the air at a 


fearful rate and left piled in heaps 
along the track of the cloud. Passen- 
on our train were frigh ened; a 
veritable panic ensued, and womeo 
screamed from fright. The cloud 
dipped down on the north side 
of the train and demolished a 
house, but just before it arrived 
at our position it arose and passed 
over us with magical swiftness 
and dropped down on the earth to the 
south of the town where it completely 
destroyed another building,and passed 
on to its work of destruction. The 
passage of the cyclone occupied about 
two minutes. Fully balf the town 
was totally wrecked, and to add to the 
horror of the wind many fires broke 
out among the ruins. From the train 
we could see smoke and flames rising 
from a dozen different houses. A 
strange thing was that three minutes 
after the cyvilone the sun was shiving 
brightly and serenely on the scene of 
desolation. 

It grew denser and its blackness as- 
sumed fierceness. It was appalling. 
The wind ia our immediate vicinit 
was now blowing with almost incredi- 
ble velocity, and men ard Women on 
the streets were blown to the ground. 
In a moment the whirliag cloud 
would arrive ata town, and could be 
seen dipping down here and there tear- 
ing off house roofs, andthen rising 
higher in the air again, like a swaying 
baioon. It would float along witk 
lightning-like rapidity, but soon 
swoop down again upon some de- 
fenseiess little town in another spot, 
ra’sing the houses and trees and lick- 
ing the sides of buildings and tearing 
great holes in them, and leaving de- 
vastation along every part of its 
course. As the clond would dip down 
and rise again it would carry trees up- 
wards in the air and throw them to 
the ground. To the south were a lot 
of frame structures, whivh served as 
dwellings and warehouses. They 
were blown down and then burned up 
entirely. The storm was over in three 
minutes, and the people who were un- 
harmed gave assistance tothe needy. 
The fire company, aided by citizens, 
who had organized into squads, began 
the work of putting out the tire and 
rescuing the unfortunates. The 
Mayor called for assistancs frum the 
neighboring towns, which was 
prompily given. What was left of 
the Supreme Court building was 
turned into a morgue.“

that he would guarantee $2,000,

stated that the $6,000 to be ad- 
vanced by the Directors would be 
understood as a loan, but the $2,000 
to be given by the citizeus of Reno 
would be as a gifs. It was esti- 
mated that it would be necessary to 
bave $8,000 to begin with for the 
building of tbe necessary fences, 
stands, sheds aud stalls.

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Political Pet to Boiling. 

The Eureka Sentinel, of the 18th 
Inst., has the following timely and 
interestivg article on State politics: 

Nevada elects this Fall, besides 
the Presidential Electors, a member 


of Congress, a Justice of the Su- 


preme Court, a Legislature and a 
full line of county and townsbip 
officers. It isa pity that our Con- 
stitution compels the meeting of a 
Legislature every two years. There 
is no United States Senator to be 
elected this Winter, and no earthly 
use for a session of the Legislature 
that we can conceive at this writ- 
ing. It would be better for the 
State if the session could lapse. It 
would save the taxpayers at least 
$75,000 if it were poseible to dis- 
pense with a session. But it was 
our purpose to write more particu- 
larly of party matters. In Presi- 
dential years there is always more 
or less difficu!ty experienced by the 
State Central Committees in ar- 


ranging the time ſor the holding of 
the respective conveutions. What 
we are saying applies with equal 
force to both parties, and we are 
writing as mucn in the interest of 
one as the other io this particu- 
lar case. It is a question involv- 
ing the convenience of the peopie 
forming both of the parties, as well 
as au item of cunsiderable cost. 
Shall there be two Democratic and 
two Republican conventions in 
Nevada this year? If we had the 
deciding of the matter we sbould 
vote in the negative and have but 
ove of each. One of each party is 
as good as forty. Time cuts no fig- 
ure in a local contest in Nevads. 
The State canidida'es may as well 
be in the field four months as four 
weeks. In any event they will not 
do their active canvassing until the 
closing weeks of the campaigu. 
There has been a feelivg of vpposi- 
tion to long campaigns in Nevada. 
There is absolutely nothing in it. 
In 1880 the Dem, erats put up beir 
State ticket in May, and at the 
same time selected their delegates 
to the national convention. The 
plan worked well and gave entire 
satisfaction. Tne people are too 
poor, aud we speak for both parties, 
to be put to the trouble and ex- 
pense of attending two conventions 
of their respective parties. In the 
large counties of Eastern Nevada 
the holding of a County Conven- 
tion is attended with a heavy tax 
on the delegates. If each party 
held two State Conventions, two 
County Conventions of each would 
also be necessitated. This is 
too much, and besides it is always 
difficult to enlist general interest io 
the first, where the only busines to 
be transacted is the selection of 
three delegates and three alternates 
to the National Convention. Not- 
withstanding this apathy, the 
State Central Committee is never 
justified in assuming the power to 
appoint the delegates. Whenever 
it has been doue io this State it has 
always resulted in dissati-faction. 
The people want a voice, and are 
entitled to it, in all par y matters. 
Both National Couveutions wil 
rebabably ve held in June, the 
publican being already fixed for 
the loth of that month. State Con- 
ventions of both parties might be 
held early in the same mouth, and 
all convention business of each for 
the year attended to then and there. 
This wouli require the meeting of 
Central Committees to map wut the 
work some time in April. We 
write wholly disinterestedly on the 
subject, and have no other desire in 
the premises than to save the mem- 
bers of both parties unnecessary 
trouble and cost,

Under the caption of “Cattle 8 


Losses in the West“ the Omaha Bee 


of the 2d inst. has a lengthy article 


in which we find the following ex- 
pressions : 

“The severity of the Winter in 
the west has resulted in an im- 
mense amount ot damage to range 
cattle throughout Wyoming and 
Montana, * * * Last yearalone 
the loss to Montana cattlemen from 
storms was placed at $4,000,000. 
This year, if the stories told of the 
wide-spread starvation of range 
cattle are to be believed, it will 
greatly exceed the figures last 
quoted. * * * * The disas- 
trous losses which have been caused 
by the inclemency of the season, 
have already driven into bank- 
ruptcy a number of firms and 
companies.” 

We cannot understand how or 
where the Bee obtained its infor- 
mation concerning the loss of cat- 
tle in Montana this Winter. We 
have upon our exchange list about 
every paper published in the Terri- 
tory. We have read them care- 
fully and closely, and from week to 
week published the stock notes 
they contained. In the meantime 
we have seen and conversed witha 
large number of the leading stock 
growers in the Territory, but we 
have failed to note in our exchanges 
or to hear from the lips of stock- 
men accounts of unusual loss of 
stock anywhere within the limits 
of our ranges. On the contrary, 
our correspondents, our Territorial 
exchanges and the principal stock- 
men in Montana unite in saying 
that stock losses thus far have been 
nominal, and that they do not ex- 
ceed those of the most favorable 
seasons of past years, and that 
stock of all kinds are still in excel- 
lent condition. They further say 
that with a continuance of the 
present favorable weather or the 
absence of long and severe storms 
the percentage of stock loss for the 
Winter will not exceed, if it should 
ever reach, two per cent. 

As far as failures of Montana 
stock men or stock companies are 
concerned, we believe only one has 
been recorded in the history of the 
stock industry in the Territory— 
the Niobrara Cattle Company that 
failed last Summer, In yiew of 
these facts, and they are facts pure 
and simple, the statements of our 
Omaha contemporary are unjust in 
the extreme to Moniana. The Bee 
has been imposed upon or it has 
confounded Montana with some 
other portion of the northwest. 
At this writing, with the exception 
of its mountain ranges, its ninety 
odd million acres of land have 
Lardly sufficient snew upon them 
to make a snow ball. Cattle and 
the ranges were never in better 
condition in February than they 
are now. 


To Tell the Age of a Cow. 

A heifer has no rings on her 
horns until she is two years of age, 
and one is added each year there- 
after. You can therefore tell the 
age of a cow wita tolerable accur- 
acy by counting the rings on ler 
horns and adding two to the num- 
ber. The bull has no rings, as a 
rule, until he is five years old, so to 
tell his age, after that period, add 
five to the number of rings. The 
better way to tell the age is by the 
teeth. What are called the milk 
teeth gradually disappear in front. 
At the end of three years the 
second pair of permanent teeth are 
well grown, at four years the third 
pair, and at five the fourth and last 
pair have appeared, and at this 
time the central pair are of full 
size. Atseven years a dark line, 
caused by the wearing of the teeth, 
appears on all of them, and on the 
central pair a circular mark. At 
eight years this circular mark ap- 
pears on all of them, and at nine 
years the central pair begin to 
shrink. At ten the second pair 
begin to shrink and the third at 
eleven. After this period the age 
can only be determined by the de- 
gree of shrinkage generally. At 
fifteen the teeth are nearly all gone.
